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Willkie Complex Gets Nod 
From Plan Commission 


Approval was given Tuesday 
night at the Area Plan Com­ 
mission meeting for change of 
zoning in an area north of 
George Street so that Phillip 
M. Willkie, banker and. attorney 
may go ahead with plans to 
build a possible $2Ms million 
complex there. 
It is understood the complex 


will be built in three phases of 
50 units each, and takes in an 
area north of George Street. 
Mr. Willkie has been before 
the Area Plan Com.miss.ion for 
the past several months in re­ 
gard to a request for rezoning 
the area from R-l, which is 
single family dwelling, to R-3, 
premitting construction of multi­ 
ple resident dwellings. 


Utilities Board Gets Reports; 
South Main Water Line Delayed 
A meeting of the Rushville 
City Utilities was held 'Tuesday 
night, with water and sewer 
problems being discussed, to­ 
gether with hearing of financial 
reports for May. 
Supt. Ray Suttle told mem­ 
bers of the City Utilities Board 
that he has not received ap­ 
proval from the State Highway 
Commission to break pavement 
on South Main Street to install 
the new water main to improve 
service to' that area. He stat­ 
ed that the commission has a 
rule to not permit breakage 
within a 5-year period after any 
resurfacing. ‘*1 understand that 
they have taken this applica­ 
tion all the way to the top," he 
said, 41 and. we should get an 
answer soon.” 
Reporting on the status of the 
sewage 
disposal — pollution 
problem, he stated that Attorney 
David Malson is preparing an 
answer to the suit by the State 
of Indiana, It was said that 
availability of $19 million in 
state aid hinges on the possible 
sale of bonds at Dearborn. A 
very complicated point system 
is used by the State Board of 
Health to determine preference 
for programming apportionment 
of state funds. Without state and 
federal support, the city cannot 
finance the improvement of the 
sewage treatment facility, it was 
said. 
Purchase by the utility of a 
1-ton Chevrolet truck was ap­ 
proved by the hoard. Other 
trucks evaluated were Dodge 
and Ford. 
Approved by 'the hoard was 
a proposal by the Prudential 
Insurance Company for health 
and life insurance. The new plan 
will be instituted in August and 
will supercede the Blue Cross 
coverage now in effect. More 
expensive than the Blue Cross 
policy, the new plan would in­ 
clude life insurance and some 
other changes in sick benefits. 
Reports concerning illegal dis­ 
charge into the sewer on South 
Julian Street are being prepar­ 
ed for submission to the city 
attorney. A review of the ordi­ 
nance covering improper dump­ 
ing of sewage revealed that the 
penalty is $15 per day for any 
violation. Mr. Suttle reported

Infiltration 
into the sanitary system was 
claimed for the increase. 
The board approved applica­ 
tion for $23,000 in state aid for 
4<on the job” training of dis­ 
charged servicemen. It was said 
that preference .is given to Viet- 
Nam veterans. 
A revised “Water Quality Re­ 
port" for submission to EPA 
has been 
received from the 
Steeg engineering firm who are 
responsible for this project. 
Financial reports submitted 
by Mrs. Edna May, office man­ 
ager, revealed that the water 
division lost $1,770.72 during the 
month of May. Loss for the 
same period in 1971 was $253.04. 
For the “year to date” in 1972 
the report shows a profit of 
$507.53 as against a loss for the 
same time in 1971 of 57,130.91. 
Other figures for the water de­ 
partment for the month of May 
are: Operating revenue $12.517. 
05, operating expense $13,330.18, 
non-operating revenue $448.41, 
non-operating expense $1,406.00. 
Cash on hand 5-31-72, $3,857.54. 
Profit and loss statement for 
the sewage department for the 
month of May, 1972, also re­ 
vealed a loss of $2,381.05. Last 
year, for the same period, show­ 
ed a profit of $1,756.69. For the 
“year to date” report 1972 pro­ 
fit was $547.63 compared to 
$2,733.24 for last year. Operat­ 
ing revenue for May, 1972, was 
$8,620.63 with operating expense 
of $10,512.10. There was no non- 
operating income and non-oper­ 
ating expense was $489.58. Op­ 
erating cash as of the end of 
May was $5,303.04. 
Mrs. May told the board that 
the 
financial condition of the 
water utility is critical and urg­ 
ed immediate action to increase 
water rates. 


Construction of the complex 
would necessitate an extension 
of George Street into an area 
of approximately 15 acres in 
the location, east of Northwood 
Shopping Center. 
Mr. Willkie was not in Rush- 
vilie today to comment on the 
plans for the complex. Alien 
Dale, who has been handling the 
complex business for Mr. Will­ 
kie, said the first phase would 
constitute construction of a 50 
unit section of Early American 
colonial architecture, with one, 
two, and three 
bedroom units. 
Each unit would have a front 
and rear entrance, with four to 
eight units to a building. 
Space for automobiles would 
be carport type, with two spaces 
for 
each 
unit. 
Construction 
would be brick. 
The first phase of the construc­ 
tion is estimated at a cost of 
$800,000 
to $900,000. 
Coupled 
with land acquisition costs could 
possibly run as high as a million 
dollars. Dale said. 
Community 
acceptance 
and 
use of the units built in the 
first phase 
would determine 
completion of the other two 
phases, according to Mr. Dale 
If the whole project is com­ 
pleted. a club house and possibly 
a swimming pool, would be a 
part of the plans, he said. 
Rents charged for occupancy 
would be consistent with that of 
this area for newly constructed 
apartment houses, Dale said.

South Viets Open Drive To 
Retake Quang Tri Area 


SAIGON (AP) — The South 
Vietnamese government today 
launched its first attempt to re­ 
capture Quang Tri Province. 
More than 10,000 marines and 
paratroopers crossed the My 
Chanh river along a 10-mile 
t front stretching from the South 
China Sea to the jungled foot­ 
hills west of Highway 1. 
U.S. 
B52 bombers dropped 
some 1.350 tons of explosives to 
open the way for the push. 
Tanks, artillery, U.S. gunttre 
from ships offshore and Ameri­ 
can fighter-bombers supported 
the advancing troops. 
There were no immediate re­ 
ports on the extent of North 
Vietnamese 
resistance 
or 
of 
casualties. 
Since the North Vietnamese 
completed 
their 
conquest 
of 
Quang 
Tri, 
South 
Vietnam’s 
northernmost province, on May 
1, the South Vietnamese have 
made a number of in-and-out 
sweeps 
into 
the 
Communist- 
held territory along the coast. 
But the drive today was the 
first large-scale attempt to car­ 
ry out President Nguyen Van 
Thieu’s orders on June 19 to re­ 
take all territory captured by 


Hanoi’s forces in the offensive 
that began March 30. 
Meanwhile, President Thieu 
fired a province chief American 
officials consider one of the 
best in. the country. Vietnam 
Press, the government news 
agency, confirmed the ouster of 
Col. Nguyen Van Chuc as the 
top official in Binh Dinh. the 
coastal province at the foot of 
the central highlands, and said 
he would he replaced by Col. 
Hoang Dinh Tho, who has been 
chief of Quang Tin province, 
farther north. 
The report gave no reason for 
the switch, but some Ameri­ 
cans thought it was a payoff to 
Lt. Gen. 
Nguyen Van Toan, 
who was recently named com­ 
mander of the 2nd Military Re­ 
gion, which includes Binh Dinh. 
These sources said Col. Tho is 
an old friend and associate of 
Toan. 
Binh Dinh is one of the areas 
least controlled by the Saigon 
government, 
and 
the 
North 
Vietnamese captured three of 
its nine districts in their cur­ 
rent offensive. But the Ameri­ 
cans blame the South Vietnam­ 
ese army’s 22nd Division rather 
than the militia forces con­ 
trolled by Chuc... “Without him. 
it would have been worse,” 
said one American. 
Thieu came under fire in Sai­ 
gon from 
political opponents 
after his supporters in the Sen­ 
ate called a secret rump ses­ 
sion Tuesday night without any 
opposition 
members 
present 
and adopted the controversial 
bill giving the president power

Area Plan Commission Approves 
Two Petitions For Variance 
The Rush County Area Plan­ 
ning Commission met at 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday at the municipal 
building to hear petitions on two 
rezonings and a subdivision. 
The meeting was presided ov­ 
er by Rusty Jones, chairman. 
The commission tabled a plan 
for the Cherry Hill subdivision 
because of incomplete plans. The 
plan will be reviewed at a later 
date after the revisions have 
been. made. 
Philip Willkie was represent­ 
ed by Allen Dale for a rezon­ 
ing of an area at the north end 
of George Street next to the 
Northwood shopping center. Wil­ 
lkie is said to be planning a 
$3Via million, 150 unit townhouse 
apartment complex to be built 
in three phases of 50 each. 
The 
planning 
commission 
passed the petition to rezone the 
area from a Rl to R3, which 
will permit multiple unit dwel­ 
lings. Plans will he submitted, 
for approval so that construction 
of the units can begin. 
John Hughes appeared before 
the planning commission to re­ 
present himself and Paul Sweg- 
man for a rezoning hearing of 
property on East Second Street. 
There were petitions before 
the commission both for and 


against the rezoning. The com­ 
mission took this under con- 
sideration, and found that there 
were some 14 property owners 
in favor of the rezoning. There 
were four petitioners against it 
hut it was revealed that only 
one of those signatures was that 
of a property owner. 
The board passed the rezon­ 
ing of Hughes and Swegman 
from R2 to B2. 
Everett Whittle appeared be­ 
fore the board in answer to a 
complaint of building a busi­ 
ness on his property in Waits 
Addition. Mr. Whittle stated that 
the building was not a business 
but a hobby shop and was will­ 
ing to sign a statement to that 
effect. 
Commission Attorney David 
Malson brought to the attention 
of the board that the budget for 
the master plan has been, cut 
back by HUD. Originally the 
board was scheduled to receive 
$34,000. Now it is understood 
there would be a budget of 
amount has been cut to $20,000. 
If the $20,000 is obtained and 
the County Council approves 
their share of the budget, the 
planning commission will be 
able then to finish the master 
plan in one year rather than the 
planned two year period of time, 
it was stated, 


Press secretary Ronald L.

The press spokesman said the 
Sept. 1 troop target level of 39,- 
000 would represent a 93 per 
cent reduction from the author­ 
ized ceiling of 549.500 in effect 
when Nixon took office in 1969. 
Asked if the 39,000 would rep­ 
resent a “residual force,” Zieg­ 
ler said, he regarded, that term: 
as “somewhat of a misnomer.” 
However, he said the United 
States “shall keep the min­ 
imum needed to achieve our 
objectives,” and that, in any 
case, 
some American forces 
would .remain until war prison­ 
ers and those missing in action 
have been returned or account­ 
ed for. 
He said that in addition to 
troops in South Vietnam, some 
40.000 men are aboard ships 
offshore and approximately 45,- 
000 others are stationed else­ 
where in Southeast Asia. 
These figures have increased 
by about 25,000, he reported, 
since Hanoi’s current offensive 
began last Easter weekend. 
Ziegler, 
while declining to 
predict that Nixon would direct 
further troop cuts in the future, 
told reporters, “We will have 
another announcement on this 
subject, before Sept. I."

Mr. Pierson is a for­ 
mer policeman. Shotsie Priest worked at 
Madden’s Restaurant. 
There was a Big Sock (Sam), little 
Sock (HersheU), and Sockie (Duane) 
Newhouse. Saucer Ganter says that he 
got his nickname because as a young 
boy at school, he used to do magic tricks 
and the teacher said, “You are a real 
sorcerer.” The three Gordons were Lunk, 
Tug, and Peachy. Boog Hinchman was 
Byron. He now lives in Florida. 
Pluck Stamm was Owen. Hap Ever 
was Carroll. Geter Bever was Chase Bever 
and Smoke Bever was Harry. Crip Con­ 
way was Earl.

Q. When a television program 
is canceled or threatened with 
cancellation, it is usually be­ 
cause of “low ratings.” How 
accurate are the ratings? How 
low must a rating be to result 
in cancellation? 
A. Let’s get down to the Dick 
Cavett tiling ( ABC will drop the 
show if it doesn't pick up au­ 
diences) and discover what the 
problem is. The sample Nielsen 
report, which is as accurate a 
measure of the “home"1' au­ 
dience as there is. shows that 
Cavett was viewed by 2,170,000 
TV homes per minute for the 
five days ending May 18. It 
takes the Mets a whole season 
of 80 home games to attract an 
audience like that—and little 
old failing Dick Cavett attracts 
that audience for the average 
minute of hit program! But 
CBS 
late 
night 
movie 
has 
double that audience—4,280,000. 
And Johnny Carson even more 
than 
that, 
4,350,00. 
If 
you 
judge Dick Cavett by audience, 
he is a poor third. 
Three late night programs at­ 
tracting exactly the same type 
of audience can only be judged 
by audience size. If Dick Cavett 
does not get his fair share of 
that audience (25 per cent, al­ 
though he is only getting 14 'per 
cent) then CBS and NBC are 
getting the benefit of the other 
viewing that takes place during 
the late night. 
My theory is that people de­ 
cide to watch television (late at 
night and or any time) and 
then choose among the three 
late Bight offerings. If Cavett is 
not getting it, Carson and or 
the movie are. The Nielsen 
sample 
reflects 
exactly 
that 
phenomenon. 
How can you throw off a pro­ 
gram that has over two-million 
homes 
and 
3,750,000 
people 
viewing it per minute? You can 
if it only fills up half the house. 
The “late night house” requires 
that six-m ilion people view per 
minute. ABC finds that nearly 
half its house is empty. 
Advertiser-supported 
tele­ 
vision demands that you fill up 
your portion of the house. If 
you do not, advertisers will pay 
you less for advertising time In 
the program and they will pay 
the competition more money 
for its time, since the audience 
you should have has gone to it. 


“When I first started making 
the trip, Road 40 was just two 
lanes.

5 Marines Killed In World War II 
Buried Today In National Cemetery 


WASHINGTON CAP) — On a 
hillside at Arlington National 
Cemetery, World War IPs sor­ 
rowful memories are being re­ 
opened for the fam.ili.es of five 
Marines who gathered to bury 
their sons and brothers killed 
nearly 30 years ago at Guadal­ 
canal. 
Today’s funeral services an­ 
swered the plea of Mollie John­ 
ston of Littleton, N.C., mother 
of one of the Marines, to bring 
her son’s body home “if it 
takes a hundred years to find 
him.” 
The remains of the five Ma­ 
rines lay in lost, unmarked 
graves on the Pacific island 
battlefield until they were dis­ 
covered in 1970. 
The five, among nine Marines 
killed by Japanese small-arms 
fire on Oct. 9, 1942, were identi­ 
fied as Pfc. David W. Johns, of 
Johnstown, Pa.; Pfc. Eugene 
Johnston,. Littleton, N.C.; Cpl. 
John 
F. 
Suggs. 
Rich lands, 
N.C.; Pvt. Paul E. Gagnon, Au­ 
gusta, Maine, and Pfc. Godfrey 
E. Hunter Jr., Winston-Salem, 
N.C., 
They were members of Com­ 


pany E, 2nd Battalion, 7th Ma­ 
rines, 1st Marine Division, on a 
six-day sweep from the Mata- 
nikau River to Point Cruz on 
Guadalcanal’s northern coast. 
Because of the heavy fight­ 
ing, 
the Marina Corps said, 
eight of the Marines were bur­ 
ied where they fell. 
A Marine spokesman said ar­ 
tillery barrages and the rapid 
jungle growth hid the grave 
sites and only three of the eight 
were later found by the graves- 
registration service. They were 
brought home for burial. 
The families of the remaining 
five 
were 
notified, 
of 
their 
deaths but told the bodies could 
not be found. In a letter to the 
commandant 
of 
the 
Marine 
Corps in 1946, Mrs. Johnston 
pleaded: “I want him brought 
back if it takes a hundred 
years to find him.”

Act. 
Atty. Gen. Theodore L. Send- 
ak had appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court to reverse the or­ 
der of U.S. District Court Judge 
Jesse Eschbach. 
Eschbach halted the cutback 
in a case involving two step­ 
fathers who claimed welfare 
authorities were violating fed­ 
eral regulations by taking their 
incomes 
Into 
consideration 
when calculating payments. 
Indiana Welfare Director WI1- 
liam H. Sterrett said there are 
between “1,500 and 1,000 step­ 
father cases" involved in the 
decision handed down by the 
high court Monday. Ho said no 
estimate could bo made of the 
amount 
of

involved 
without knowing the total in­ 
come of each stepfather. 
Sterrett said critics of the 
bill, passed by the Indiana Leg­ 
islature

year, 
claimed it constituted class dis­ 
tinction.

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Hesburgh Marks 20th Year As Head Of N.D.

SOUTH BEND, Ind. <AP)— 
Moral leader...adviser to presi­ 
dents.., international public ser­ 
vant...educator...recipient 
of 
nearly 40 honorary degrees and 
the |ted«l of Freedom...and 
friend of students. 
All these describe the Rev. 
Theodore Martin Hesburgh who 
today marked his 20th year as 
president of Notre Dame Uni­ 
versity. 
But more than all his earthly 
treasures and honors, the 55- 
year-old former gas station at­ 
tendant cherishes Ms office as 
priest. 
"I can’t think of a time when 
I didn’t want to be a priest; 
this mtans more than anything 
else to me,” Hesburgh said 
during an interview. 
The 55-year-old Holy Cross 
priest is a contemporary rarity. 
Ha is a veteran in a job where 
the life expectancy of in­ 
cumbents has shrunk to 4V£¡ 
years. Each spring, rumors 
reappear on campus predicting 
his imminent resignation. 
“I am way over age atfd 
grace now,” Hesburgh admits. 
"*1 resign every year; at least 1 
tell them I am willing to step 
aside, if they want someone 
else. And I intend to put it to 
the hoard every year.” 
The place he is fond of bless­ 
ing as his airliner makes its ap­ 
proach over the Golden Dome 
is not the same place it was 20 
years ago. 
The students, the campus and 
Hesburgh have changed. 
^The students have changed 
b e c a u s e the world has 
changed,” Hesburgh said. ”But 
I think they have come through 
it surprisingly well, despite all 
the problems they have faced— 
the war, the draft and pover­ 
ty.”Hesburgh, who was a student 
at Notre Dame when *‘the kids 
wore hobnail bootl,” has 
walked the tightrope of student 
turmolL 


In 1969, he warned students 
that disruptive protests would 
not be tolerated. However, he 
supported non-violent protest. 
Again in 1970, the tightrope 
grew taut during the U.S. in­ 
cursion into Cambodia. 
At a mass meeting, he came 
down hard on the war in South­ 
east Asia. The result was stu­ 
dents gathered 26,000 signa­ 
tures on an end-the-war peti­ 
tion, instead of burning build­ 
ings. 
The campus has changed 
with an 'increase in enrolment 
of more than 2,500. It consists 
of 75 buildings, a third of which 
have been constructed during 
his era, 
Notre Dame once was. consid­ 
ered a "football factory.” But 
Hesburgh insists its academic 
program has improved by leaps 
and bounds. The school now 
has a faculty of 750, a student 
enrollment of ft,200 and an en­ 
dowment of $67.9 million. Its 
annual budget is $50 million. 
Friends and educators con­ 
tend Hesburgh’s extensive trav­ 
els and role as international 
public servant are responsible 
for the growth of the univer­ 
sity.He haa been criticised for 
staying away from campus. 
"The only difference between 
Hesburgh and 'God is that God. 
is everywhere and Hesburgh fs 
everywhere but Notre Dime,” 
runs a popular campus obser­ 
vation. 
And Mesburgh has changed. 
He was born into a. middle- 
class family at Syracuse, N.Y. 
But he soon learned a lot about 
the national economy. He 
worked 40 hours a week for $8 
as a gas station attendant 
Although he logs as much es 
150,000 air miles yearly, friends 
say he rarely misses saying 
Mass and reading his breviary. 
When asked how he has 
changed, Hesburgh replied, "I 
think I have tried to keep on 
Woman Fights Officials To Keep 
Baby Deer She Found In Field 
ATLANTA, Ga.

He has drawn national atten­ 
tion as chairman of the U.S. 
Civil Righto Commission, The 
priest-educator is toe only sur­ 
viving member of Dwight Eis­ 
enhower’s 1057 original appoint­ 
ments to the advisory group to 
the president. 
This post, as much as being 
president of the university, has 
put him in the spotlight on so­ 
cial and moral issues. He has 
been the subject of criticism 
from both liberals and con­ 
servatives. 
"I like to think I am con­ 
servative in values and liberal 
in toe way of achieving those 
values,” Hesburgh said. "I am 
liberal about justice and civil 
righto and the future of the 
country.” 
In church affairs, those who 
say he if a liberal can cite his 
position on birth control, but 
they have difficulty in explain­ 
ing Ms defense of celibacy for 
toe clergy. 
And he defends the wey 
young people worship. "They 
are not as mathematically reli­ 
gious. They don’t go to mass 
and confession as often. But I 
think they do much more social 
service work. In their own way 
when they go to mass it’s a big 
celebration.” 
Moat recently, Father Hes­ 
burgh has been under fire from 
conservatives for Ms views on 
the busing of school children to 
achieve racial balance. 
"There is very little ratio­ 
nality on this issue,” he says, 
"You have to cut away the un­ 
derbrush. No one wants to bus 
Mds to tn inferior achool. I 
don’t think any kid should be 
bused over a long distance if It 
interferes with his health. 
"Now within tfaoee per­ 
imeters, there ere still a lot of 
minority group Mds born 
through no f suit of their own in 
the ghetto. The only schools 
around ere lousy schools. And 
the only way to break the circle 
of poverty to on e bus.” 
In addition to Ms broad inter­ 
est in mankind and social jus- 
tics, Ms friends 
marvel at his attention to small 
things and details that reveal a 
sense of compassion: 
A call to the wife of a staff 
mantear be caused to miss 
their anniversary ...leaving Ms 
crowded desk to fly to the bed- 
side of a sick napbew injured in 
an auto accident...flowers to a 
tick staff member. 
Former President Lyndon B, 
Johnson in 1964 presented Hes­ 
burgh with tot country’s high­ 
est civilian honor, the Medal of 
Freedom, saying: 
"His strong moral resolve, 
his deep sense of justice and 
Ms falto in what our country 
can be have made his contribu­ 
tion an outstanding one.” 


AP Newsfeatores Writer 
Raymond Boorstein of Great 
Neck, L.I., might sometimes be 
suspicious that the women who 
enroll In his class in Interior 
design concepts are trying to 
get their homes decorated free. 
The possibility of this decora­ 
ting bonus no doubt does moti­ 
vate some to enroll in his class, 
which is a part, of the Manhas- 
sett Adult Education. Program. 
"But I tell them all that only 
nine homes of students will 
have a chance to be decorated, 
and we still have a waiting list 
for the course,” Boorstein says, 
happily. 
The idea of the student’s dec­ 
orating tour to each other’s 
homes is in the interest of prac­ 
tical experience. Nine lucky 
students with different decora­ 
ting needs get to have their 
homes discussed, disarranged 
and rearranged during the 10- 
hour course. Some become 
skeptical that their decorating 
acumen is being challenged, 
but most are willing to accept 
the diagnosis of students and 
professor. 
Decorating 
problems 
are 
pretty general so toe entire 
class profits in some way from, 
each home. There are living 
rooms with too tittle wall 
apace, new homes that do not 
accommodate furniture bought 
for a previous larger .home, 
small bedrooms that must be 
made functional, and color 
coordination problems. 
Students have carte blanche 
when they are at a home. Each 
takes her turn moving about 
anything in the room, and at 
one home a piano may have 
been moved at least four times. 
There to a lesion in just 
about every move made, good 
or bad, Boorstein comments. A 
student may move a couch to 
the middle of a room where it 
to all wrong because of its size, 
another may arranga all uphol­ 
stered pieces on one side of a 
room and all wooden pieces on 
the other, another imbalanced 
idea. When all the students 
have done their decorating 
thing in a room, Boorstein 
shows why something will not 
work and how a plan might be 
improved. 
"In trying to put rooms to­ 
gether students often neglect to 
consider the physical charac­ 
teristics, and. may suggest 
standard solutions, such as put­ 
ting a couch with two chairs on 
a long wall. There are more 
functional and decorative solu­ 
tions to such a problem, al­ 
though there aren’t any .rules 
that can’t he broken,” he says. 
Boorstein chooses the stu­ 
dents homes on toe basis of the 
variety of decorating problems 
available. Houses with littls

furniture cannot be used for 
good illustrations. And he tikes 
variety of furniture—antiques, 
junk, commercial pieces. 
Women are usually confused 
by colors and how to use them 
or how to use color to reflect 
their personalities, the decora­ 
tor observes. Some subdued 
types may need a conservative 
decorating team, but others 
may need the lift that can he 
acquired with red or yellow. 
Primary colors are better than 
pale greens for children’s he 
advises. 
Students meet some ob­ 
stacles. In one house where toe 
furniture was pushed around 
quite a bit, a teen-age son ar­ 
rived on the scene, yelping that 
the rearranged living room now 
"looked like a submarine.” And 
fa another home, a father’s 
beat-up chair could not be re­ 
moved no matter what. And of­ 
ten television sets must stay 
where they are. But generally 
all the enthusiastic would-be 
designers enjoy the decorating 
advice that arises from the 
class project. 
Boorstein was awarded a 
Bachelor of Fine Arts at Car­ 
negie-Mellon and operates a 
decorating establi.shm.ent in 
Long Island.

“If I don’t get down to the 
Ohio river on Sundays, there 
will be a family feud.” 
“I work hard all week Rev­ 
erend, and Sunday’s my only 
day to sleep." 
“I work hard all week Rev­ 
erend, and. that’s the only day 
I have to myself." 
Most of the above excuses 
you may have heard at one 
time or another. Some of these 
excuses could perhaps be valid, 
but I doubt it. They are all cov­ 
er ups for the most valid, rea­ 
son of all. 1 know a pastor 'who 
is eternally grateful to a man 
who when asked why be didn’t 
attend church with his wife, an­ 
swered candidly, “because I 
don’t want to." I think most 
Pastors would appreciate such 
an answer. This is what it all 
boils down to. Either you want 
.to be in the Lord’s House on 
Sunday, or you don’t. If you do, 
wonderful. If you don’t, there’s 
nothing anyone can do about it 
but you. So you. won’t insult your 
Pastor by telling him you don’t 
enjoy going to church. 
The whole secret of church 
going is based on a person’s 
dedication to God and to His 
Son, Jesus Christ. Most people 
seem to' do exactly what they 
want to do with their leisure 
time. If a person enjoys tele­ 
vision, he will sit before it <mi 
week-ends.

A rising tide of supermarkets 
have switched in the past few 
months from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
hours 
to 
24-hour 
operation, 
bucking a trend among other 
consumer facilities that threat­ 
ens to remake .America’s big 
cities in the image of small, 
tow ns that roll up the sidewalks 
at night. 
A survey shows that while 
many more supermarkets are 
open all night, the number of 
all-night 'drug stores,, gas sta­ 
tions and restaurants is shrink­

And the new 24-hour oper­ 
ations are being opened in sub­ 
urbs. not in central cities. Their 
trad depends on the more mo­ 
bile life style and lower crime 
rates of suburbia. 
Last year, four per cent of 
the 35,066 supermarkets with 
over $50.000 business a year 
were open all night, mostly on 
the West Coast where such op­ 
erations began several years 
ago. according to Bill Bishop, 
head of research at the Super 
Market Institute. 
But in the last six months in 
the Midwest and the last two 
months on the East Coast, the 
number of chains with 24-hour 
operations has grown so fast 
that no up-to-date figures are 
available. 


Dominick’s, Jewel, and Red 
Owl food stores in Illinois and 
Wisconsin are trying 24-hour 
operations at selected stores. 
Food Fair is putting 45 of its 
supermarkets 
in 
Philadelphia 
on .24 hours. The largely subur­ 
ban Pathmark chain in New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware 
and Pensylvania has had 92 of 
its 96 supermarkets open 24 
hours since May 7. 
Some Safeway stores in the 
Washington area have gone to 
24-hour operation. 
Wrigley’s put 14 stores in the 
Detroit suburbs, 5 in Ann Arbor 
and 5 in outlying Michigan 
cities on 24-hour operation June 
14. 
One Pathmark store on Long 
Island 
recently 
had 
enough 
business at 1 a.m. to keep nine 
checkout lanes busy. 
What kind of people shop at 3 
a.m.? The store owners say 
they get a cross section—people 
avoiding the late afternoon jam 


in the store and on. the high­ 
ways; 
families 
with

car 
available for shopping only at 
night; women whose husbands 
are home from work taking 
care of their children; someone 
who needs milk or aspirin in an 
emergency; party goers buying 
s n a c k s 
sometimes

times during the night; men 
coming off late work shifts; 
families that want their whole 
day free for recreation; and, 
even, some insomniacs. % 
The national trend for gas 
stations is the opposite. 
A spokesman for the Society 
of Independent Gasoline Mar­ 
keters of America said surveys 
of the society's members in 
1967 and 1970 showed an 11.5 
per cent decrease in the per­ 
centage of stations open all 
night. 
In drug stores, although

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People That Time Forgot Found 
Near Rain Forest In Philippines

TASADaV FOREST, Philip­ 
pines CAP) — The jet helicop­ 
ter hoftred in the cool air of 
the 
ijoOQ-taot-high 
mountains 
and 
tour 
men 
leaped 
out, 
sprawling flat and clinging to a 
wooden platform tied into a 
treetop. 
Air blasts from the rotor 
blades rocked their small land­ 
ing .pad like a canoe in choppy 
water. 
The men peered over the 
edge. Seventy-five feet below 
was a ridgeline no wider than a 
car which plunged immediately 
into thick jungle as it slanted 
down another 300 feet. 
The men were headed for the 
'borne of the Tasaday, the tiny 
'band of stone age-style people 
discovered last year at the 
edge of this vast and rugged 
southern Philippines rain for­ 
est. 
The 
Tasaday—who 
live 
in 
caves, use stone tools, wear or­ 
chid 
leaves 
and 
know 
no 
enemies—'said no outsider had 
ever seen their homes in a val­ 
ley of the undulating forest. 
They said their ancestors had 
lived there since their knowl­ 
edge of time began. 
In an early March meeting at 
the forest’s edge, the Tasaday 
invited visitors to their place, 
but one young man warned: 
“You may not be able to make 
it; the way is very difficult.” 
The helicopter whirred into 
forest the misty morning of 


March 23rd. 
As the aircraft emerged be­ 
tween two 'peaks, a dot of yel­ 
low-brown appeared in the dark 
jungle 
below. 
The 
chopper 
dipped and the dot grew, re­ 
vealing the platform made of 
branches and saplings. 
The pilot circled once, nosed 
his helicopter up to the 12-by- 
14-foot pad and the doors were 
opened. 
Manuel Elizalde Jr., presi­ 
dent of Panamin, a govern­ 
ment-supported foundation for 
assisting Philippine minorities, 
and leader of the expedition, 
leaped first, opening the latest 
and most exciting phase of dis­ 
covery since he first contacted 
the band of 25 people last June. 
Charles A. 
Lindbergh, 
the 
American 
pilot 
and 
con­ 
servationist who is a director of 
Panamin, joined the expedition 
two days later. 
Minutes after the helicopter 
delivered the first of its three 
loads, a young Tasaday man 
named Balayam arrived, hug­ 
ged Elizalde and led the ex­ 
pedition down the steep ridge. 
Balayam led the party on an 
hour’s hike to a slope where the 
jungle 
thinned. 
Through 
the 
leaves the mouth of a cave was 
dimly visible. 
Heads poked from ledges and 
two higher caves. The Tasa- 
days were shouting greetings 
and bounding down a dusty 
path to cluster around the vis­ 
itors. The Tasaday nuzzled and 


embraced Elizalde, who they 
say is the man their ancestors 
had foretold would one day 
come to them. 
“He would just love us and 
help us—we were never told 
how,”' said Mahayag, a robust 
Tasaday man. 
The handsome men, women 
and children wore only earrings 
and leaves and their tan skin 
was streaked with soot from 
their fires. 
Whether the caves have been 
the Tasaday’s homes for a few 
generations 
or 
thousands 
of 
years is not known. 
Scientists last year said the 
Tasaday’s language and tech­ 
nology suggested they had been 
isolated more than 1,000 years. 
The Tasaday grew increas­ 
ingly friendly during the ex­ 
pedition’s visit and the shyest 
women and children eventually 
smiled and spoke through inter­ 
preters. 
The 
people 
displayed 
the 
sparse 
possessions 
in 
their 
main cave, which has a 10-foot- 
high mouth. It is roughly 30 
feet deep and 25 feet wide. 
It contained a few mats of 
bark, deer horns for digging 
edible roots, odd bits of food,

tools and collection of items— 
knives, woven baskets, a tin 
can that once held crackers 
and a batteryless flashlight— 
origin unknown.

DEAL ISLAND, Md. (AP) - 
An unofficial mini-hotline be­ 
tween this little island and the 
Navy may bring a new gener­ 
ation of peace in the Battle of 
Tangier Sound. 
For 
years, 
Deal 
islanders 
have 
complained 
about 
the 
shakings they get when Navy 
destroyers and fighter bombers 
hold practice firing on nearby 
Bloodsworth Island. 
Tensions peaked in 1967 when 
the aircraft carter, USS In- 


food—river life, plants, insects, 
flowers, roots and the pith of 
trees—near the caves.

Apparel Labeling AMs Consumers 
Consumers now will have 
moro convenient information 
and added protection when 
they purchase wearing ap­ 
parel. 
A recent ruling by the Fed­ 
eral Trade Comm.ission re­ 
quires 'that all articles of cloth­ 
ing, with a few logical excep­ 
tions, must bear permanent 
labels which clearly and sim­ 
ply disclose the cleaning in­ 
structions for each item. 
The new ruling, effective' 
July 3, means that all articles 
of clothing manufactured af­ 
ter that date must have labels 
with washing or cleaning in­ 
structions permanently at­ 
tached to them rather than on 
throw-away tags which can 
easily be misplaced. (The 
above applies to all but men’a 
and boys’ tailored dothing. 
These groups are 'Covered aa 
of October 1.) 
Thus, the consume r will al­ 
ways have at her fingertips 
the correct information to in­ 
sure that .she will not inad- 
vertently ruin dothing by 
using the wrong method of 
cleaning. 
Mary Lou Rooney, Con­ 
sumer Education Specialist 
for 3M’is Scotchgard Fabric: 
Protector Division, indicates 
that home sewers will benefit 
by the new rule too. All tex­ 
tiles and fabrics which are 
sold for the purpose of making 
wearing apparel must he' ac­ 
companied by similar care 
labels which the home sewer 
can attach permanently to 
her finished article. 
Manufacturers of both home 
sewing fabrics and wearing 
apparel are responsible for 
providing the labels for their 
product*. The FTC specifi­ 
cally states that all labels must 
be designed to last as long 
as the articles to which they 
are attached, and must remain 
legible for the life of the gar­ 
ment 
Hosiery is included under 
the new rule. Exceptiona are 
shoes, gloves and items used 


exdusively aa headwear. 
Imported apparel will be 1 
quiroa to 'Comply with the :i 
rules as fully aa clothing and 
textiles made in this country. 
Future labels must fully ex­ 
plain to the buyer of the arti- 
de just what regular care and 
maintenance is necessary for 
the everyday use of the item. 
And, equally important, la­ 
bels must state any treatment 
which could harm the clothing. 
Thus, consumera 'will 'know 
exactly what NOT to do, as 
well ae possess tbs proper 
techniques to insure a long, 
good-looking life for their 
dothing. 
Hero am 'two examples, of 
how the new tags will read, 
according to FTC instruc­ 
tions: “Machine wash warm. 
Gentle cycle. Do not use chlor­ 
ine bleach.” Or this: “Hand 
wash cold. Do not 'twist or 
wring. Dry flat and reshape. 
Do not dry clean.” 
Mrs. Rooney sa y s only one 
last problem remains for the 
consumer, once 'the new per­ 
manent labels are in 'the 
stores: how to read the new 
tags correctly. With the pro­ 
liferation of fibers and fab­ 
rics, it can be confusing, and 
a mis read tag is as useless as 
no tag at all.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - 
War, abortion, migrant farm 
workers and staff reductions 
were scheduled for considera­ 
tion today by 1,000 delegates to 
the convention of the pacifist 
Church of the Brethren. 
H. Lamar Gibble, peace and 
international affairs consultant 
of the 181,000- member church,

resolution 
calling for an immediate end to 
the war, cessation of bombing 
in North Vietnam and an end to 
aggressive negotiation for a 
.peace settlement. 
For the first time, the group 
will consider support of the mi­

union 
against nonunion growers. The

Threat Of Big 
Monetary Crisis 
Is Staved Off 


LONDON (AP) — The pound 
drifted lower on Europe’s con­ 
fused money markets today. 
The U.S. dollar generally held 
steady at recently depressed 
levels, staving off the threat of 
a major monetary crisis. 
At midday, the pound in Lon­ 
don would buy slightly under 
$2.49, down from 'Tuesday’s fig­ 
ure of $2.5150. 
This meant an effective de­ 
valuation of roughly 4 per cent 
since Britain’s decision Friday 
to let sterling float on inter­ 
national exchanges. 
Floating means 'that Britain 
abandoned international agree­ 
ments to keep the pound ster­ 
ling within fixed limits com­ 
pared to other currencies. Now 
the pound is bought and sold 
for the best price available un­ 
der the laws of supply and de­ 
mand. 
Dealers said they believe the 
value of the pound will fall still 
lower when big 
speculators 
move into the markets. So far 
they have apparently held off. 
Some 
forecast 
the 
pound 
eventually will drop to $2.40, 
the level which ruled until last 
year’s devaluation of the U.S. 
dollar fixed it at $2.60. 
Some European foreign ex­ 
change markets reopend. They 
had been closed, since' Friday’s 
surprise British move.

Unemployment 
Claims Down 
From Last Year 
A flurry of new layoffs brought 
last week’s unemployment in­ 
surance claims total up to 32,284 
from 31,309 the week before. 
John F. Coppes, director of 
the Indiana Employment Secur­ 
ity Division, said that new lay­ 
offs occurred mainly in automo­ 
tive and supplier plants and that 
they were 'the result of model 
change, production cutback*, va­ 
cation period or inventory shut­ 
downs, and installation oí new 
machinery. Some were schedul­ 
ed for one or two weeks; others 
were for indefinite periods. 
Recalls to work and new hir­ 
ing helped cut back the number 
of persons who had been draw­ 
ing unemployment insurance. 
The end of their eligibility for 
payments was reached by 1,045 
claimants. 
Mr. 'Coppes said 'the claims 
volume last week was more 
than 10 per cent under the 36,072 
filed during the same week in 
June last year.

The present rate Tuesday 
night was 3.8 m.p.h., the weath­ 
er service said. 
Normal river traffic was re­ 
sumed 'Tuesday after the Coast 
Guard said none of the sunken 
boats would be a hindrance. 
The locations of the sunken 
craft were being mapped and

firms were being notified.
